Field Trip Chair Marjorie McNairn, 
who originated the very first Wildflower Show in 1986 
along with Denise Devine, will again be in charge of 
planning this one. Please be ready to step forward when 
Marjorie asks for your help. Horticulture Chair Deborah 
Halfpenny will organize the native plant sale. 
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Valley’s Edge Project Update 


Background 

The Valley’s Edge project would occupy 1,448 acres in 

the lower foothills east of Bruce Road, roughly between 
20th Street /Stilson Canyon on the north, and Honey Run 
Road and Skyway on the south. The project would include 
2,777 residential units and 56 acres of commercial and 
office space. The size of the project has been likened to the 
size of Gridley. The site is currently outside the Chico city 
limits and would be annexed to the City in conjunction 
with project approval. 


State Office - CNPS and the Mount Lassen Chapter 

- CNPS have submitted letters opposing project approval 
due to its adverse impact on increasingly scarce native 
habitat, including blue oak foothill pine woodland and 
grasslands containing wetlands and vernal pools and 
endangered or rare native plants, and the inadequacy of 
the City’s environmental review of project impacts. 


In addition to adverse impacts on native habitat and 

flora, the project would have significant unavoidable 
environmental impacts from greenhouse gas emissions and 
on visual resources; would increase traffic congestion; and 
be located in the fire-prone wildland-urban interface. 


Project Update 

On January 3, the Chico City Council approved the Valley’s 
Edge Specific Plan project, and several resolutions and 
ordinances related to project approval. 


Project opponents are gathering signatures for a 
referendum in order to put project approval before Chico 
residents for a vote. This 30-day signature-gathering 
process was expected to start around the middle of January 
(after The Pipevine went to press) and to be well underway 
by the time this Pipevine issue is published. On a separate, 
simultaneous track, opponents are also undertaking a legal 
challenge.

She learned much from 
Vern Oswald, who used some of her 
photographs in his computer version 
of Selected Plants of Northern California 
and Adjacent Nevada. She saved 

most of her copies of The Pipevine 
newsletter, which were subsequently 
used for the Mount Lassen Chapter 


website Archives. 


Anne-Lise was very pleasant and 
congenial with everyone. She will 
certainly be missed by Mount Lassen 
Chapter. My final communication 
with her was a Christmas card in 
which she stated it would be her last 


card because she had terminal cancer.

Member garden spotlight — Lisa Williams 


“I love the whole thing out there...to watch the way it progresses and matures is wonderful!” 


Lisa’s front yard is a gloriously 
“messy” natural habitat in a cul- 
de-sac of water-sucking lawns and 
sterile ornamental plants. Located 
in a suburban neighborhood near 
Verbena Fields in east Chico, 

Lisa's garden is a small oasis for 

a multitude of different birds, 
opossums, skunks, a toad, and 

an occasional hawk. When she 
bought the house in 2017, the front 
yard was devoid of plants, except 
for an existing mature Tulip Tree 
(Liriodendron) that was planted by 
the home builder in the 1960s. “A 
big selling point for me was that the 
previous tenants had let the lawn 
die and I really liked that. I didn’t 
have to do a lot of work to start my 
native garden.” 


After learning about species decline caused by habitat loss, 
Lisa was convinced that she wanted to plant only natives 
when she started her garden. “I wanted to do my part to 
build a sustainable habitat for the local birds and insects.” 
Because she had limited experience with native plants, she 
learned what she could through observing plants in the 
wild and by attending the Water-Wise & Habitat-Friendly 
Garden Tour. She created a list of plants she wanted and 
then contacted Jason Mills to help her design and install 
her front yard. He suggested building berms to create 
better planting conditions under the tulip tree and to 
avoid the tree’s surface roots. Because the garden was 
installed during the winter months, finding the plants that 
Lisa wanted was difficult. In several cases they had to 
substitute with available drought tolerant, Mediterranean 
plants, many of which have since been replaced with 
natives as Lisa has been able to find them. Although she 
says that she doesn’t have any favorite plants, “I enjoy 
them all for what they are,” she is especially fond of the 
flowers and seed pods of her prolific milkweeds and cannot 
wait for her young Pipevines (Aristolochia californica) to 

get established so she can provide a home for Pipevine 
Swallowtails butterflies and their caterpillars. 


Lisa’s garden has a clear riparian feel to it with a large 
Elderberry (Sambucus mexicana) in the corner and 
rampantly growing colonies of showy milkweed (Asclepias 
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Lisa in her garden. Photo by Deborah Halfpenny | 
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speciosa) and California fuchsia 
(Epilobium canum) in the middle, 
but she admits that she isn’t 

aiming for any particular plant 
community or style. “I just want 

to create a natural, messy habitat 
with sticks, logs, and fallen leaves.” 
The difference between her and her 
neighbors’ yards sometimes has 

its own challenges, though. While 
some of her neighbors consider her 
front yard “a forgotten mess, others 
compliment is beauty and wildness. 


Lisa has had few problems starting 
and maintaining her garden. With 
an automatic drip system and good 
layers of bark mulch, she does 

very little maintenance, outside 


AIS of some winter pruning. This fall, 
she installed a flagstone path and 
added a bird bath that she bought 

at a huge discount during the Magnolia Gardens annual 
auction sale. “It is my favorite part of the garden now. It 
feels so good to be out there and I can watch the birds from 
my bedroom window. I never realized how difficult and 
back-breaking it would be to make when I started (she 

dug almost all of the path and hand placed all of the rocks

herself) and I will never do it again 


When asked if there is anything she wishes she would 
have known when she first started her garden, she says 
she wishes she had paid more attention to how large her 
plants would grow to be: “I would never have planted 
that Elderberry so close to my neighbor’s driveway if I 
had understood how it grew. Now I have to keep cutting 
it or tying it back with ropes to keep it in my yard.” Other 
advice for novices she offers is to be aware of the increased 
habitat value natives offer over non-native plants. But her 
biggest reminder is to be patient: “Expect to make a lot of 
changes, and recognize the truth in the saying that ‘The 
first year plants sleep, the second year they creep, and the

third year they leap.

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Book Review by David Popp 


Vern Oswald’s Selected Plants of Northern California and Adjacent Nevada 


Third Edition by Lawrence P. Janeway 


A new publication is now available 
from the Ahart Herbarium. It is a 
hidden gem that covers the rich flora 
of Northern California. Like any 

good work of science, the book is 
constantly being amended and the 
keys improved. An example is when 
you are keying a plant in a section you 
have been to in the past and the key 
seems different than the last time you 
were there, you may start to question 
if you are in the same book when you 
keyed there before or did you use 

a different key? That is because the 
keys have been improved, or another 
species has been added or moved. 
This new edition is updated to newest 
botanical nomenclature, following the 
Jepson eFlora. Older keys are modified 
as new taxonomic changes are made 
following the Jepson standards. Plants 
are added as their botanical range 

is expanded, and as new species are 
discovered or split off from their 
previous taxonomic stasis. Unlike 

the Jepson printed manual, this book 
is updated and printed on a regular 
basis. What I especially like about 

this flora, is that Lawrence Janeway 

is constantly updating it with new 
species and taxonomic changes. 


The book is designed to be used in 

the field and fits into a field jacket. 
Because of its size, the flora has been 
easy to carry and use in the field. 

The cover is plastic laminated for 
protection. Unlike the dictionary sized 
Jepson Manuals and its precursor, 
Munz’s A California Flora, this book 

is a breeze to use in the field. Though 
the flora is designed for Northern 
California, its practicality stretches 
down to cover the Sacramento area 
and East into the Sierra Nevada. Some 
of the dichotomous keys can be a 

little challenging for the average plant 
enthusiast. But this is offset by having 
to deal with a smaller geographic area. 
It is a concise flora of 494 pages with 
an annotated plant list, dichotomous 
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Studies from the Herbarium Number 21 


keys, glossary of generic names, 
glossy of epithets, and a list of current 
name changes. There is an e-version in 
the pdf format, that can be put on an 
electronic device, like a computer or a 
smart phone. The only thing it seems 
to be lacking is a ruler on the back 
cover. 


A Brief History 

The book started off from the botanical 
adventures of Vern Oswald when he 
would make florets from various areas 
he botanized such as Vascular Plants 

of Upper Bidwell Park, Chico, California 
(1986). He produced various florulae 
(annotated checklists of the plants of 
wildlife areas, preserves, interesting 
private properties, etc., around 
northern California). 


They were later combined into 

the Vascular Plants of Butte County 
California in collaboration with Lowell 
Ahart. Which later become Manual 

of the Vascular Plants of Butte County, 
California (1994). As more areas were 
explored, the book expanded its range 
by including A Flora of Lassen Volcanic 
National Park, California, which was 
revived by Oswald, Showers, and 
Showers. This later to lead to the first 
of Selected Plants of Northern California 
and Adjacent Nevada ,which, combined 
previous smaller publications covering 
other botanical areas that were 
included, making the 2002 publication 
title that we know today as Vern 
Oswald’s Selected Plants of Northern 
California and Adjacent Nevada. 


The flora is now authored by Janeway. 
With the passing of Vern Oswald, 
Lawrence Janeway has taken on the 
task of continuing this valuable book 
for three editions. And the book is 
currently working toward the 4" 
Janeway edition. With the rapid 
changes in taxonomy, the newer 
editions reflect these changes thanks 
to the efforts of Lawrence Janeway, 
retired USFS Botanist, and curator 
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of the Chico Herbarium, and Mount 
Lassen member. 


This is a must have book if you 
botanize in this part of the state. It 

is a flora that belongs in everyone’s 
collection of plant books that 
botanize Northern California. This 
flora has been a go to for many plant 
enthusiasts for a number of years. 

If you like to explore vernal pools, 
grasslands, mountain meadows and 
peaks of Northern California, this 
book should be in your pack, be it a 
day pack or backpack. I keep an extra 
copy in my car for road botany, too. 


Vern Oswald's Selected Plants of 
Northern California and Adjacent Nevada 
is one of the many books available 
from Studies from the Herbarium, 
California State University, Chico. 


The book is only available from the 
Ahart Herbarium. For the current 
price of $30, plus tax and shipping, it 
is a bargain.

The 
legacy of conservation has often been 
one of Indigenous erasure and racism, 
and part of 30x30 is ensuring those 
who have been excluded from nature’s 
benefits are provided opportunities to 
access and participate in the protection 
and appreciation of biodiversity.

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Barbara Castro

Barbara Castro, chapter member for more than 35 
years, passed away December 4, after a long and 
courageous struggle with cancer. 


Barb moved to Chico around 1980 to continue her career 
as an environmental analyst after earning a B.A. in Biology 
from Harvard in 1973 and an M.S. in Environmental 
Planning from Stanford in 1975. After taking a plant 
taxonomy class at CSU Chico to improve her job skills, she 
decided to enroll in the Masters program in botany in 1986, 
receiving the degree in 1989. After graduation, she worked 
as a seasonal employee with the Forest Service and as a 
consulting botanist, later joining California Department of 
Water Resources as a botanist / environmental scientist for 
19 years until her retirement in 2019. 


Her first mention in The Pipevine occurred in October, 1985 
when she gave a presentation on May wildflowers of the 
Four Corners area, a place well-known to her. A native of 
New Jersey, Barb lived for several years with her family in 
Ganado, Arizona, in the Navajo Nation, where her father 
taught at Ganado Mission High School and where Barb 
was a student. She was a collector as well as plant keyer 
for the first Wildflower Show in 1986 and for every show 
since. Other chapter positions she held over the years were 
vice-president, program chair, trip leader, presenter, and 
contributor to the Pipevine. She also frequently attended 
the CNPS Conferences. 


In 1992, while on a consulting job in Butte County, she 
and her partner Lawrence Janeway rediscovered veiny 
monardella (Monardella venosa), a plant not seen since 
1883 and presumed to be extinct. Barb and Lawrence 
were honored by CNPS in the October, 2015 Bulletin 
(the predecessor to Flora). Calling them a “botanical 
power couple,” they were praised for their numerous 
contributions and accomplishments in botany. 


In 2006 she helped found Northern California Botanists and 
served on its board until her death. One of Barb’s greatest 
loves was being coordinator for the research scholarship

program for NCB. Since 2008, 138 scholarships have 

been awarded to students studying botany in Northern 
California. The scholarship has been renamed the “Barbara 
Castro Student Botany Research Scholarship” in her honor. 


Barb had a special interest in the conservation of 
California’s vernal pools. She worked for many years with 
a local conservation group as a member of the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service Vernal Pool Recovery Plan implementation 
team. She was instrumental in organizing and carrying 

out four statewide vernal pool conferences held in Chico 
from 2006 to 2018. She helped review each presenter’s 
written article for publication in the Proceedings for each 
conference and was co-editor for the 2018 Conference 
Proceedings as well as co-author of one of the chapters.

Plant Spotlight: 


Western Redbud Cercis occidentalis 


The Western Redbud is a small deciduous tree 

or shrub found in the foothills and mountains of 
California. In the northern, rainier part of its range, 
it grows more often on dry slopes in mountain 
foothills. In the southern and drier part of its range, 
it grows most often near higher elevation creeks, 
canyon bottoms and other moister areas. The thin, 
shiny brown branches bear shiny heart-shaped 
leaves, which are light green early in the season, 
and darken as they age. Leaves on plants at higher 
elevation may turn gold or red as the weather cools. 
The showy flowers develop in the spring and are 
bright pink or magenta, and grow in clusters all 
over the shrub, making the plant very colorful and 
noticeable in the landscape. The shrub bears three- 
inch-long, brown legume pods which are very thin 
and dry. 


This plant is easy to grow just about anywhere 

in northern California that doesn’t get below 15 
degrees. Additionally, this plant needs four season 
climates with a cool winter to thrive, so best not 
to plant near the immediate coast in southern 
California. 


Moderate growth rate to 10-20 ft tall, and 10-15 ft 
wide. Host to numerous butterflies and moths. 


Part shade to full sun.

A visual tour around and through 
the interior of the Sutter Buttes 
Tuesday, April 4, 2023 è 7 pm, at the Chico Library 


Mike Hubbartt will present a 
visual tour around and through 
the interior of the Sutter Buttes. 
He has lived at the Sutter Buttes 
for 45 years, accessed them since 
1980, and began leading walks in 
the mid 1990s. 


He authored The Sutter Buttes 
A small, mysterious, and 
isolated mountain range juts 
up in the center of the flat 
farmlands of California’s 
sprawling Sacramento Valley. 
Fifty-thousand travelers pass 
through the valley every 
day along Interstate 5 and 
Highway 99 or overhead 
by air, noticing the unusual 
formation and wondering about it. It is the Sutter 
Buttes. To nearby native peoples it was, and still 
is, revered as Spirit Mountain. It provoked the 
curiosity of the first explorers and trappers who 
sought the promontory for its panoramic strategic 
value. Later researchers and educators were also 
drawn to the site to further their understanding 
of the natural world. Productive farmland around 
the scenic peaks brought many settlers to “Butte 
Mountain.” Today those who live and work in 
and around the Buttes feel a deep connection 
to the landscape. Many of their family histories 
are featured here, revealing a ranching and 
farming heritage that has been handed down for 
generations over the past 150 years, preserving 
this landmark from development. Most of the 
Sutter Buttes remain a vestige of California’s past.

Silver Lupine 

Lupinus albifrons 

Silver lupine, white-leaf bush lupine, 
or evergreen lupine, is a perennial 
species native to California, Oregon, 
and northern Baja. It grows along 
the coast, foothills of the Sierras 

and into the mountains, in dry and 
open meadows, prairies and forest 
clearings. It is a member of several 


plant communities, including coastal 


sage scrub, chaparral, northern coastal 


scrub, foothill woodland, and yellow 
pine forest. It is a perennial shrub, 
taking up about 2 feet of space and 
reaching 5 feet. It has a light blue 

to violet flower on 3-12 inch (7.6-30 


centimeter) stalks. The leaves are silver 


with a feathery texture. There are four 


recognized varieties in California that 


are found in different parts of the state 


and having some differences in habit 


and requirements. 


It prefers full sun with good drainage 


and likes sandy or rocky soils that are 


dry, but will tolerate some moisture. If 


conditions are right it will be long- 


lived.

Pacific Dogwood 

Cornus nuttallii 

The Pacific Dogwood is a species of dogwood 
native to western North America from lowlands of 
southern British Columbia to mountains of southern 
California. An inland population occurs in central 
Idaho. Cultivated examples are found as far north 
as Haida Gwaii in Canada. It is a small to medium- 


sized deciduous tree, reaching up to 65 tall, often with 


multiple trunks and and an irregular form. The leaves Photo: J. Maughn, Flickr 

are opposite, simple oval, 6 inches long and 3 inches broad. The flowers are individually small and inconspicuous, 
produced in a dense, rounded, greenish-white flowerhead one inch diameters; the 4-8 large white “petals” are actually 
leaves, each leaf is up to 3 inches long and broad. The fruit is a compound pink-red berry about an inch in diameter, 


containing 50-100 small seeds; it is edible, though not very palatable. 


With its spectacular white flowers, bright green leaves, beautiful autumn foliage, and attractive growth form, Pacific 
Dogwoods are among the more popular native California trees in landscaping applications. It’s long-lived and easy to 
grow as long as it’s planted in its natural range and in the right site type. It needs to be planted in cool, rich, deep and 
well draining soil, in part shade, preferably among smaller companion plants, so as it matures it can reach its branches 
out into direct sun. Provide occasional summer water until established, then stop all supplementary irrigation. Avoid 


disturbing the soil within a few feet of the trunk. —Adapted from Calscape

California has a rich and distinctive 
butterfly fauna with about 250 species, 115 of which have been recorded in Butte County. Besides serving as pollinators, 
the vast majority of butterflies are herbivorous in their larval stages. This workshop provides an introduction to some of the 
butterfly species found in Butte County, with a special emphasis on their relationships with larval host plants. The dietary 
breadth of caterpillars varies broadly, ranging from specialists such as the Pipevine Swallowtail (Battus philenor), whose 
local populations feed solely on Aristolochia californica, to generalists such as the Painted Lady (Vanessa cardui), whose 
larvae consume the foliage of more than 300 plant species from at least seven families.

California is home to over one quarter of the estimated 120 willow species growing in North America. Cottonwoods and 
willows are the most common riparian hardwood species in California and yet many of us have little idea of how to tell 
them apart. Species identification is often neglected because willows are thought to frequently hybridize, which is further 
compounded by only having vegetative material during field visits when we think we need flowers to make a positive iden- 
tification. The workshop will focus on the leaf, stem, and other vegetative growth characteristics that are useful in making 
identification while also emphasizing the regional distributions of the different species. The goal of the workshop is to pro- 
vide a broad overview of willows, highlight vegetative characteristics used in the identification keys in The Jepson Manual 
(second edition) and familiarize participants with the six most common willows in California.

I've heard it said, “Fall is for planting, spring is for 
enjoying.” Wise California native gardening advice. If I 
were to add anything to that, I’d say, “And summer is for 
planning.” 


As we move into the hot summer months, my gardening 
routine changes from working with native plants to 
attending to my vegetable & pollinator garden. I spend 
the cool mornings outside in the garden and then spend 
the hot afternoons indoors planning future native /habitat 
garden additions or changes and researching the perfect 
plants to use. I probably spend an inordinate amount of 
time playing with Calscape’s “advanced search” https: / / 
calscape.org /search.php, but I’ve learned a lot by doing 
that. Before midsummer, I usually have a nice list of plants 
and seeds that I want to have on hand come fall. If I travel 
around the state during the summer, I watch for these 
plants and buy them as I find them. Keeping native plants 
happy in their containers through our hot, dry summers is 
a somewhat-challenging gardening job, but is easier, in my 
opinion, than searching, often unsuccessfully, to find those 
plants at the nurseries in the fall when stock is low and 
I’m ready to plant. The point is this: you do not have be a

Erythranthe glaucescens is a California native that is 
endemic (limited) to California, where it is known only 
from the foothills of the southernmost Cascade Range 
and adjacent northernmost Sierra Nevada. It grows in 
moist areas, such as seeps and swales.

Erythranthe glaucescens is an annual herb (6-80 cm) that is 
found in seepage areas and swales below 600 meters (2000 feet). 


It has a California Rare Plant Rank of 4.3, indicating that it is uncommon in California, has a limited distribution, and is 
on a CNPS watch list. These plants are considered not very threatened in California, meaning that less than 20 percent of 
occurrences are threatened or there is a low degree and immediacy of threat or there are no currently known threats. 


Identification: 

The inflorescence is a raceme of flowers with a distinctive pair of bracts completely fused around the stem to form a 
rounded disc up to 4.5 centimeters wide and its glaucous trait consists of the presence a fine bloom or fine white powder 
of wax on the epidermis surface giving it a greyish color like some cabbage leaves. These key diagnostic characters are 
easily used to identifying the “species “or specific epithet. 


In the taxonomy (plant classification) system, each species is assigned a particular name in a binomial form. The binomial 
name of a species is based on the binomial nomenclature system. The name of a species must have two parts, i.e. the 
genus name (Erythranthe) and the specific epithet (glaucescens); together the genus and specific epithet constitute the 
species name.

General: 

Monkey flowers are actually a diverse group of some 150 species worldwide, with about 80 of those species native to 
California, and are being researched and reclassified. The genus Mimulus once contained more than 100 species—and 
many experts consider that it still does. However, based on DNA studies, botanists restructured the group in 2012 into 
the genera (plural for genus) Mimulus, Erythranthe, and Diplacus, placing numerous monkey flower species in other 
genera and leaving just seven species in the Mimulus genus, found in North America, Australia, Madagascar, Africa, and 
a handful of South Asian countries. This reorganization is still a matter of debate among some botanists.

Eagle Rocks And Humboldt Summit 
Plumas National Forest 
Saturday September 9 


Meet at the Chico Park & Ride west lot (Hwy 32/99) at 8:30 
a.m. Take hiking gear, light jacket, lunch, water, sun glasses, 
sun/insect protection, and money for ride sharing. We will 
drive Hwy 32 to Butte Meadows and up the old Humboldt 
Road built by John Bidwell in 1863. From the Humboldt 
Summit at 6,664’ elevation there is a marvelous view of the 
huge Mt. Yana caldera. We will hike south from the summit 
along the Pacific Crest Trail for about 1-1/2 miles to scenic 
Eagle Rocks. The trail is almost level as it contours around 
the peak through sub-alpine red firs and western white 
pines, finally arriving at the open rim of the old Mt Yana 
volcano. The Dixie Fire swept through this area two years 
ago. We will observe how the fire affected the forest and 
hope for remaining summer flowers of buckwheat, pink 
rockfringe, and Cycladenia among the scattered old Jeffrey 
pines. Those who choose may make a side trip to the top of 
the highest peak in Butte County, Humboldt Peak at 7,087’ 
elev.

Coffeeberry 

Frangula californica 

The California Buckthorn is also 
called coffeeberry because its berries 
contain seeds which look like coffee 
beans. It is a fairly common plant 
native to California and southwestern 
Oregon. It is a dense evergreen shrub 
growing to 6-15 feet tall, with dark red 
branches. The leaves are an attractive 
dark green with reddish tint, 1-3 
inches long, with a curl under at the 
edges. The flowers are inconspicuous, 
small and greenish-white with five 
petals; they are produced in clusters of 
5-60 together. The plant is prized more 
for its fruit, a berry 10-15 millimeters 
in diameter, which turn red, then 
purple and finally black over the 
summer. It is valued by birds. This 
plant is beautiful and easy to grow. It 
tolerates a wide variety of soil types, 
and likes either full sun or part shade. 
It is moderately garden tolerant, and 
is OK with light summer water up to 
2x per month. Coffeeberry has a dense 
form and is easy to prune. It makes a 
great and fire resistant hedge. There 
are six subspecies, some of which are 
restricted to certain parts of its range 
or certain growing requirements. 
There are also a number of 
horticultural varieties including ‘Eve 
Case’ and ‘Mound San Bruno’. Check 
for the one that best fits your locations

at 8:30 a.m. Take hiking gear, a light jacket, fleece or 
sweatshirt, lunch, water, sunglasses, hat, sun/insect 
protection, and money for ride sharing. We will drive to 
Oroville via Hwy 99, Hwy 149 and Hwy 70. At Oroville we 
will take the OroDam Blvd (162) exit. Once off the Fwy turn 
left and drive under the Fwy. Stay on OroDam Blvd until 
the traffic light at Olive Hwy (162). Turn right onto Olive 
Hwy and drive northeast on Hwy 162 all the way to Bucks 
Lake. View Lake Oroville, the Green Bridge and Lake 
Madrone are highlights of the drive.

This year, the Friends of the Ahart Herbarium and the Mount Lassen Chapter of CNPS collaborated on three field 
trips. These were to the Concow serpentine, Valley Creek Botanical Special Interest Area, and Vina Plains Preserve. 
Many thanks go out to Marjorie McNairn, field trip leader for the Mount Lassen Chapter, for her efforts in getting the 
organizational work done and coordinating these joint field trips. 


Concow 


The Concow field trip took place on June 10th. It was led 
by Lawrence Janeway and Linnea Hansen, both retired 
Forest Service botanists from the Plumas National Forest 
who have vast knowledge of the flora and ecology of the 
area. This field trip was a caravan through the serpentine 
outcrops along Concow Road and Rim Road, which cover 
many different habitats within the serpentine formations. 
One of the stops was to check on the MacNab cypress 
(Hesperocyparis macnabiana), which is listed as a Special 
Interest species on the Plumas National Forest. The 
MacNab cypress population was in the area burned in the 
2018 Camp Fire and previously in the 2008 Butte Complex 
Fire. The site was visited to check on the status of the 
recovering population. Lawrence Janeway had mapped the 
population and Linnea Hanson completed a population 
status report for Kyle Merriam, Province Ecologist with the 
Forest Service, with input from the trip participants.

Valley Creek Botanical Special Interest Area 


The Valley Creek Botanical Special Interest Area field trip 
on July 28th was led by Emily Doe, Forest Service District 
Botanist with the Pumas National Forest and President 

of Friends of the Ahart Herbarium. The Valley Creek 
Botanical Special Interest Area contains one of the few 
remaining examples of Sierra Nevada mixed conifer old 
growth forest in the northern Sierra Nevada mountains. 
The trip involved a short hike down into the watershed on 
an easy circular loop trail of about 1.5 miles. The loop trail 
allowed us to see many different plant microhabitats and 
thus a range of plant diversity.

Vina Plains 

The Vina Plains field trip was on August 12th. Elena Gregg 
led this trip with her vast knowledge of vernal pool habitat. 
While many would think that there would be little to see 

at this time of year, many were pleasantly surprised. The 
field trip was scheduled at this time to see Orcuttia pilosa, 
Tuctoria greenei, and the Euphorbia hooveri that are found 
in the dry vernal pools on the preserve. This was an easy 
walk on flat terrain except for the occasional uneven cow 
footprints.

Plant Spotlight 


Rhamnus ilicifolia (Hollyleaf Redberry) 


Hollyleaf Redberry is a native shrub that grows in the 
foothills and mountains of southern and central California, 
the Sierra foothills, and in the foothills west of the 
Sacramento valley. It primarily grows at elevations from 
500 - 6600 feet. It was formerly considered a subspecies of 
Rhamnus crocea but is now considered a separate species. 
Their ranges overlap considerably and they resemble each 
other superficially. 


This plant is not too hard to grow if properly sited. 

Plant on rocky slopes, or at least with plenty of rocks 
surrounding it, in part shade or full sun. It seems to 
prefer part shade in the drier parts of its range. It can 
tolerate summer water up to once per month. However 
once established, it’s usually happiest without any 
supplementary water, but in a spot where it can run its 
roots over to a an irrigated area or a place with a little 
more natural moisture, such as a creek or rain gully. 

The flowers are inconspicuous, and the plant is grown 
primarily for the fruits. If very happy, it can grow from a 
1 gallon container to 3 feet tall in 2 years and will produce 
beautiful red berries in the spring. Its berries are an 
important food source for birds.

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Field Trip Report: 
The Forks of Butte Creek 


The seven courageous explorers, who met on September 
21 to walk the BLM trail along Butte Creek, decided to 
take the trails upstream, instead of the standard trail 
downstream. We discovered the upstream trails are more 
rugged with a few challenges, compared with the well- 
known BLM trail going downstream. 


Starting at the Bridge over Butte Creek we walked the west 
side of Butte Creek through a mixed conifer forest past a 
grand swimming pool to a large, open, serpentine rock 
shelf with a number of interesting plants growing here and 
there, including two types of willows, sticky Cynquefoil 
(Drymocallis glandulosa), scarlet monkeyflower (Erythranthe 
cardinalis), and a pea and Bouncing bet. The latter two are 
non-natives, and were common garden flowers in the yards 
of the early settlers

There were more plant species observed along the trail 
going upstream on the east side of Butte Creek than the 
west side. We identified big leaf maple, also seen on the 
west side, a vine maple, and several yew trees. At least five 
different ferns were observed. Blooming flowers included 
California Indian pinks (Silene laciniata ssp. californica). 
Usually blooming in the spring, perhaps blooming again as 
a result of recent rains. After stopping by the edge of Butte 
Creek for lunch, the hardy crew continued upstream, past 
mining claims and evidence of gold panning, to the Forks 
of Butte before retracing our steps. 


The total of both trails is estimated to be about two miles. 
This was indeed an exploration, as to my knowledge, it was 
a first Mount Lassen Chapter field trip on those trails.

Plant Spotlight 


Sedum spathulifolium Yellow Stonecrop Yellow Stone- 
crop (Sedum spathulifolium) is a native perennial herb in the 
Crassulaceae (Stonecrop) family that is found in rocky or 
mountainous areas over a large part of the state, but more 
commonly in northern California. It is also found north- 
ward to British Columbia. It tends to grow in a hanging 

or sprawling manner on the face of cliffs or steep rocky 
outcrops, often in shade, at elevations from 0-7500 feet. 
The leaves are somewhat thick and succulent. In spring the 
plant puts up an erect flower stalk with diminutive yel- 
low flowers. This succulent works well in rock gardens in 
northern California. Plant at an angle so that water does not 
collect on the crown. In its native setting this plant receives 
abundant moisture in winter / spring, then remains rela- 
tively dry through summer. It is evergreen but may shrivel

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Field Trip Report 


Carnegie Trail and Flume Trail 
by Marjorie McNairn 


On October 28, our 
group of nine started 
on the lower Carne- 
gie Trail. The colors 
were beginning to 
turn on the bigleaf 
maples (Acer mac- 
rophyllum) and the 
mountain dogwood 
(Cornus nuttallii) was 
changing. Though 
we looked we could > 
see no dogwood i Cornus sessilis 

fruit. A lesson on 

how to distinguish between sugar pine from ponderosa 
pine was given on the walk down to Slaughterhouse Gulch 
to view a small 3-foot waterfall. A giant chain fern (Wood- 
wardia fimbriata) was growing on the far side of the creek. 
After we climbed up to where we joined the flume trail 
(where flumes no longer exist) there remain large pipes 
which carried water from the ditch on one side of a gully 
to the other side meeting another ditch. The flume was 
originally built in 1859 when it carried water for hydrau- 
lic mining purposes at Helltown. Later it was for mining 
purposes in the vicinity of the lower Centerville flume. We 
stopped for lunch at Li’l Falls where we located a western 
cornelian cherry dogwood (Cornus sessilis) with its char- 
acteristic black drupes. The most interesting sight as we 
returned along higher Carnegie trail was a two-trunked 
gold-cupped live oak (Quercus chrysolepis) with the larg- 
est burl imaginable. Altogether we identified 35 species, 
including six ferns.
